, GENOCIDE SQUARE. 

On Sunday 2nd July, several hundred people made T way to Grosvenor Square, 
London, at 6 o'clock in the evening for a demonstration at which Grosvenor Square 
(where the Anerican Pnbassy is situated) was to be re-named GENOCIDE SQUARE, as 
a protest at the policy of Genocide being carried out by the U.S.Governnent in 
Vietnan, Isr over onc hour there was a constant moving picket round the Square, 
many people carrying posters that were an exact replica of a City of Westninster 
street ndneplate but bearing the nane GENOCIDE SQUARR instead of Grosvenor Square. 
An attenpt* to hold a public assembly was . thwarted by the police, who kept the 
denonstrators constantly on the move, not letting them stop for a second, The 

narchers were also made to march on the pavement and this inevitably caused bun- 
ching and caused sone people to be pushed on to the road, As soon as this took 
place the people concerned were arrested and, in some cases, ‘quite brutally. 13 
were arrested altogether. The press publicity the next day was excellent but a 
statenent that appeared in "The Tines" was inaccurate. It stated that the original

plans for the demonstration had been cancelled because the police would not allow 
then, This is quite untrue. The plans were nodified, not changed, and this was done 
one week before the police were even brought into the natter, Originally, the idea 
was to ask people to bring ladders and pots of paint to cover over the official 
naneplates, but this was felt to be impractical and likely to lead to violence and 
so the plans were modified to make for a better denonstration, It was a week later 
that the police, getting hold of one of the original leaflets issued a statenent 
that this would not be allowed and stated that they would hold the Secretary of 
the London Committee personally responsible for any law - breaking. It is doubtful 
if they could have got away with such high-handedness anyway. As it happens, by 
modifying the plans, the demonstration was a grcat success and we must now go 
ahead with a march on Genocide Square fron all parts of London. Maybe this can be 
linked up with the Auturm mobilisation, ( see article in this issue), planned for 
October. 


VIETNAM WER 


The British Council For Peace In Vietnan held a Vietnam Week which included a lobby 
of Parliament and a march through Central London. The lobby of parliament was a 
flop and showed the futility of lobbying I.P's, Those who supported the war in 
Vietnam didn't want to know and those that opposed it were not going to cut their 
throats anyway. A seat in Parliament and 31750 a vear are too nuch to give upe 
Conscience must take second place, The "left-wing" of the Labour Party is not a 
left wing at all. 


The mich fron Trafalgar Square to Hyde Park was very successful and had about 
10,000 in its ranks, one of the biggest marches for many years. There were about 
20 speakers in Hyde Park, all putting the. case against American aggression in 
Vietnan and against British support for that war. This was indeed a successful 
denonstration. ۱

The Government is planning to build a new airport at Stensted in Essex. 
Almost. everybody is against the idea. This part of Essex has good agricul- 
tural lands it is ouiet and peaceful and it is not very accessible from 
London or any other population centre. Even B.O.A.C. and B.E.A, are against 
the plen because it means duplicating their services. But the Government 
are adamant. They have decreed that there is to be an airport at Stansted 
and nothing else matters. 


What is the real reason behind the decision? In the White Paper that pub- 
lishes the evidence of the official enquiry an army brigadier gave evidence 
to the effect that the Isle of Sheppey was ruled out because it was used by 
the military (or at least its neighbouring air-space was) because there were 
two missile and artillery ranges in the vicinity - at Shoeburyness and o 
nesse Hwere we have it — the Army decides. 


Since then we have been told that the reason why a possible site in Northants 
was turned down was because £80 million has just been spent on bomber bases 
in the vicinity. Again the military decides! 


The campaign to save Stansted will be the stronger and better if we know 
just what we are up against. One-third of our taxable substance goes to 
the three armed services. It is the military that decides how we shall live 
our lives. If the Government get away with Stansted the totalitarian state 
will be one step nearer. 


It may be that we need another airport (although this is questionable). If 
we do,it certainly should not be at Stansted - or, for that matter, on Shep- 
pey or in Northants; the best place is either Shoeburyness or Foulness. 
Here, it will interfere with nobody except the army. It is on a good elec- 
tric train service to London and the noise will be wafted out to sea. 


One thing the people vho are campaigning to save Stansted must realize - they 
will never do it by conventicnal methods alone, i.e. petitions, public mee~ 
tings, letters to M.FP.s, etc. Harold Wilson will treat all this with con- 
tempt. The only effective method is by non-violent direct action ¬ civil 
disobedience against the warfare state. This is the only real answer. 
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On Saturday, June 17th, the Chinese Government tested its first H-bowb. The 
National Secretary of the Committee of 100, Peter Cadogan, end Douglas Kep- 
ner, (London Secretary), issued the following joint statement:- 


"War and war preparations are aspects of each other. The Chinese. testing 
ef an H-bomb is one more step on the road to war. It puts the Chinese Gove 
ernment in the same moral (i.e. immoral) bracket as those governments that 
have already tested their bombs =- the U.S., the Soviet Union, Great Britain 
end France. None of them has eny ground for complaint. We condemn the 
Chinese tests in the same wey as we have condemned all the others = from the 
point of view of people as distinot from their governments. As usual people 
will suffer through the power=-mania of their masters. The Chinese Governe 
ment believes that ‘political power ;omes out ef the barrel of a gun', and 
80 do all other governments. They camouflage it as 'defenee!,"' 


For our own part we are against all bombs. We have mede this clear in gount= 
less actions in the pest and intend to make it equally clear in the ۰ 


"The new developments in China raise the stakes in Vietnan. Vietnam re- 
mains the min issue. We remain to securing peace in Vietnem through the 
withdrawal of all foreign troops. All hands off Vietnam f"

We are 
not anti- the peoples of those countries. We are with the ordinary people 
of all lands. If and when an effective demonstration can be launched outside 
the Chinese Charge d'Affairs, the Committee of 100 will not be found wanting.

AN OPEN LETTER FROM BRITISH UNILATCRALISTS TO THE CHINESE PROPLE AND GOVERNMENT, 


Further to the article overleaf there has now been a joint denonstration at the 
Chinese Charge D'Affairs in London organised by CND., YCND and London and Nat- 
ional Committees of 100. An open letter, signed by large nunbers of people was 
handed in. It read as follows 


"Dear Friends 

We write as people who are urging our country to unilaterallyrenounce nuclear 
weapons, Sone of us have been canpaigning for this for many years. We are con- 
scious that the continuing arns race will almost inevitably result, sooner or 
later, in a nuclear catastrophe that will end life as we know it on earth. 


"Believeing our world, in spite of all the scars of war and injustice that 
deface it, to be something worth preserving, we are not prepared to stand aside 
and let this catastrophe ۵ 


"We know, as all sane men nust surely know, that the only way to prevent the 

. use of nuclear weapons is to abolish then. We are urging our country to abandon 
these weapons beoause we believe that the way to achieve disarmanent is for coun- 
tries, individually and unilaterally if necessary, to renounce then. Thus we view 
with dismay the recent test of a hydrogen borb by your country and your announce- 
nent that you intend to develop and increase your nuclear arnmanents. 


““rineds, we find this an occasion not for public rejoicing but for sorrow, We 
Sincerely believe that if you wish to help to bring peace to this troubled world, 


` . you cannot do it by following the other 'major powers! in developing nuclear 


weapons, We are confident that the only way to peace in this age is to renounce 

violence; to persuade conbatants such as those in the tragic Vietnamese conflict 
to talk and not to fight; to work to end poverty and hunger; and to help create 
international frdendship and trust," ۱

minor successes. The group has been meeting . during the middle east crisis 
and it is significan that the organisers, and most of those attending the meetings, 
are Jewish people, all anxious to bring about a better understanding between Jew 
and non ~ Jew. This is the sort of work that can eventually nae to bring about 
peace to the peoples of all landse

EDGWARE PEACE 
ACTION GROUP 


Many of you will have heard of the Edgware Project but not know much about 
it; why it took place; what built up to it; and what followed from it! 
People must have many unanswered cuestions. 





To start at the beginning: the deware Project, which was held in February 

and March 1967 sprung from an idea put up by the London Committee of 100, 

that in Edgware, the local YCND group should be mobilized, together with 

other peace groups, including national organizations such as YCND, CND, Cam- 
paign Caravan Workshops, and the Committee of 100. The local YCND group 

had been functioning for just over a year at this stage. It had been star- 

ted by three people who were very keen to see a peace group start up in the 

area and playing an active role in local affairs and the social life of the 

communitye > At the start of the Edgware Project there were about 60 people 
on the mailing list of the YCND group, many of them not active but names 

that we had picked up from various lists which we had obtained, and of peo- 

ple who had shown slight interest. 


What took place during the Edgware Project! One month of concentrated ac- 
tivity, including intensified selling of peace literature, leafleting and 
canvassing, also a film show, folk song concert, public meeting and two 
people being arrested (Doug Kepper and Dave Youghton) at Edgware Station. 
This resulted in headlines in the local paper, which kept up for most of 
the project. | There was intensive leafleting at five local schools, the 
response being overwhelming. 


From leafleting five schools we managed to set up twelve school groups, all 
working efficiently. The "gospel" had been spread. The local YCND group 
was increased (or saper) to about 200. 


A few weeks after the project the YCND group changed its name to EDGWARE 
PLACE ACTION GROUP. By this time the school groups had been increased to 
lc in number. some were prettty useless (these we would concentrate on), 
some were very efficient. Those that were efficient held meetings in their | 
Szhools; sold Sanity, Peace News, and many other peace pamphlets - arranged 
their own activities, sold badges, and even had Sanity and Peace News in 

vir school libraries!?!! Those that were not so successful just sold 
badges mainly those with the words, “Make Love, not War"?! 


SCHOOL GROUPS 


Some groups were banned in schools, badges were confiscated, as were papers 
and mamphlets , boys and girls were threatened with expulsion and there were 
reports to parents, and suppression of individual freedom of thought and — 


expression. Reporters on the local paper took a great interest in all that 
happened. When leafleting local schools we were often told to "go away or 
else----"! The “or else" was often the police but they were unable to stop 
US. At the North London Collegiate School for Girls, the Bursar, who just 
happened to be an ex-Royal Navy Commander, told us to stop leafleting the 
girls or else he would be forced +o call the police. When told that the 
police could do nothing he told each girl to refuse to take our leaflets; 
when. this did not work he closed the main gate and made the girls leave by 
a different. exit. We just went to the other exit and carried on leafleting; 
after this „he seemed to give up, but meanwhile, when the girls heard that 
they were not meant to take our igo leaflets they took even more, 


SUPPRESSION ae 


Groups that were suppressed went underground and often they flourished and 
became very active, with lots of real activists. Haberdasher Aske's School 
was one of tiese. They had four cadet forces (army, navy, air force and 
palice) but the peace group was not allowed. Activity and interest flour- 
ished underground and from this group came one of our group Secretaries, © 
Paul Marks. . Now he is a disillusioned Chairman of the Groupe Also out | 
of this group came David lond, who introduced his sister and both oS them a 
are ooo secretaries | and both of them are very active. | 


We. had verious. SERROTE i out about manly Joch] ا‎ such’: as ا‎ 
council meetings, race relat ons, etc. Also, a survey of the local area 

was: conducted, an attempt was made to discover the local population's feel- © 
ings about the causes for which we strive; surprisingly, the result was — 
much better than we thought it would be. By going to people's homes, and — 
talking. to them about problems that face us we found that their views often - 
coincided with ours. We maintain that one of the best ways to canvass is — 
to do a long term leafleting of the area chosen and then follow it up by - 
giving away free copies of Peace News or Resistance. This is followed by 
“the chat" and one must know one's و۱‎ stuff; it's no good not knowing what 
you're. talking about!!!! ۱ ۱ : ia 


There were ۳ various ی‎ to. ola people's hones. Groups of people 
went armed with copies of Sanity and Peace News. To get a group funckimig ` 
as the Ldgware Group functioned took a lot. of hard work and this usually 
fell on to the shoulders of a few people. . ۰ 1I believe the Edgware Peace — 
Action Group was the first of. the peace action groups and I hope it won't 
be the last. The work that they do is a very important part of peace work.

MRE is to assess the risk to the people of this country of attack by 
biological weapons, and to try and find ways to defend them against it 


Hveryone who hes considered how a biological war attack could be 
made has concluded thet the most likely thing is a wind~borne cloud of 
organisms which would be inhaled by the victims. 


Now it is unlikely. that organisms would be used against which a 
high proportion of our population already had immunity. For instance 
Influenza or Smallpox, and so one looks for agents whivh cause epidemics 
by the airborne route in other parts of the world, such as Plague, 
Tularemia, Q-Fever and other infections of this sort."

We do not. know all those who were arrested but they includes Melvyn 
Estrin (Obstruction — fined £3) Tommy Farr (alleged assault - case adjourned Wie 
until July 10th) Leonard John Payne ( insulting behaviour and affixing a poster 
- case adjourned until July 17th) Hilary Little (as ult and obstruction - case 
adjourned. until July llth) and Terry Liddle Caggeult end obstruction) who appeared 
on July 7th and was fined £2.10.0 and sent to prison for one month, Wilfred 
Vighan, a former General Secretary of the ILP and former Editor of the Socialist 
Leader, gave evidence for Terry. Wilfred, one of the most respected people in the 
Movenent, was beside Terry in Grosvenor Square and he did not see any assault 
take place. Somebody else was arrested and Terry and his girl friend, Hilary 
Little, standing immediately behind, lost their footing and slipped and were arr- 
ested straight away. .The magistrate was not in the least bit interested in what 
witnesses had to say and hardly listened to them. Terry Liddle, a member of hee 
and Lewisham Anarchists, has been av} jaoted to a gross miscarriage of justice.

The Council may, of course, anneal, but this is still a great victory against 
bureaucracy, ignorance and prejudice.
